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Minister agrees 
dualling of A11

A LONG-awaited scheme to 
improve the All has cleared the 
final planning hurdle. 

Work on building a dual carr¬ 
iageway on the nine-mile stretch 
between Barton Mills and Thetford 
is now due to be completed by 2015. 

A number of previous deadlines have 
passed for the replacement of the existing 
single-carriageway road. The last projected 
start of work was in late 2010. 

The news was welcomed by MP Matthew 
Hancock, whose West Suffolk constituency 
includes Newmarket and Mildenhall. He 
hailed the move “a big step forward”. 

“In October we found out the money was 
in place. Now the plan has been signed off, 
and finally the details of the design can be 
finalised. I look forward to an 
announcement in the near future about the 
start of construction. 

“Everyone in East Anglia knows how 
important this dual carriageway is for 
improving the lives and businesses of the 
millions of people who get stuck on the All 
every year.” 

There were fears that the scheme, costing 
between £113 and £149 million, could have 
been axed in the Government’s spending 
review last autumn. 

But it survived and now roads minister 
Mike Penning has approved statutory orders 
which will allow building to start. 

He said: “The Government is committed 
to delivering transport projects which 
improve journeys and help economic 
growth so I am pleased to announce that this 
vital scheme has completed its final 
planning stages and can now proceed to 
construction.

Haddenham Social and

£ 1,400 

photos 

A COUNCIL which is 
making £42 million 
cuts has defended 
spending more than 
£1,400 on photo¬ 
graphs of the chief 
executive and coun¬ 
cillors. 

Suffolk County 
Council, which is 
shutting the house¬ 
hold waste site in 
Newmarket in May to 
save money, said the 
photographs were 
taken in 2009 - before 
the current round of 
cuts. 

A spokesman also 
denied that the pic¬ 
tures were only of 
£218,000-a-year chief 
executive Andrea Hill, 
who formerly worked 
at Cambridge City 
Council and Bedford¬ 
shire County Council. 

He said: “It is true 
to say that the figure 
of £1474.74 for photo¬ 
graphy supplied in a 
recent Freedom of 
Information request 
was assigned to the 
name of the chief 
executive. 

“Unfortunately, 
and on reflection, 
that was misleading. 

“The actual invoice 
supplied by the 
photographer shows 
that £1474.74 was the 
total figure charged 
for two separate 
pieces of work on 
fune 25 and fuly 3, 
2009. 

“The work also 
included portraits of 
14 councillors, the 
election of the chair 
and vice chair of the 
council and coverage 
of a community sem¬ 
inar. 

“It is entirely wrong 
to suggest £1474.74 
was spent solely on 
photographs of And¬ 
rea Hill.”

All smiles as Ofsted inspector praises pre-school 


INSPECTORS have given a ‘good’ 
rating to a pre-school which is 
currently having a new building 
constructed. 

First Class Pre-school, on the 
Houldsworth Valley Primary School 
site in Newmarket, is having a new 
building erected in a scheme 
supported by Suffolk County Council. 


It is costing around £200,000. 

The new building will allow the 
pre-school to move out of a room it 
currently uses in the primary school. 

Velda LeCocq, the owner and 
manager of the pre-school, said: “I’m 
pleased that Ofsted gave us ‘good’ in 
all areas. 

“The pre-school started 20 years 


ago in the Christchurch building and 
then we were in the Scout hut at 
Houldsworth Valley before moving to 
the school five years ago.” 

The pre-school has 69 children on 
the roll and takes a maximum of 26 
children in each session. 

The Ofsted inspector, Janet 
Keeling, said, in her report: “Children 


are happy and eager to learn at this 
very welcoming and lively pre¬ 
school.” 

She suggested that risk 
assessments should be extended to 
improve safety for the children a self- 
evaluation process should be 
developed to help bring forward 
further improvements.

“When complete, a nine 
mile stretch of the busy All 
between Fiveways round¬ 
about and Thetford will be 
widened - completing the 
missing link of dual 
carriageway between Nor¬ 
wich and the Mil. 

“This scheme has very 
high levels of public supp¬ 
ort. Road users will benefit 
from reduced congestion, 
faster, more reliable jour¬ 
neys and improved safety 
on the route which is a 
major link between the 
East of England and 
London. 

“Our analysis shows that 
every pound invested in 
this scheme will deliver 
more than £17 of benefits 
to the economy - an 
extremely high rate of 
return." 

The current single-car¬ 
riageway section has been 
the scene of numerous fatal 
and serious injury crashes. 

The Highways Agency is 
due to make an announ¬ 
cement this spring about 
when the work will start. 
But it is included in a 
number of road schemes 
due to be completed by 
2015. 


Store protest 
wins backing 
from council 


TOWN councillors have 
voted to oppose a super¬ 
market chain's plan for a 
mini-store. 

Members of Newmarket 
town council have lodged an 
objection to Sainsbury’s pro¬ 
posals to convert a launderette 
into a “local” mini-super- 
market. 

The council is also opposing 
Sainsbury’s application for a 
drinks licence, which would 
allow alcoholic drinks to be 
sold until 11pm. 

A local protest group has 
been formed by residents 
opposing Sainsbury’s plans and 
they plan to attend a Forest 
Heath District Council licen¬ 
sing sub-committee on April 
13, which is due to decide 
whether the licence can be 
granted. 

Tony Taylor, a former mag¬ 
istrate and local businessman,

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told the town council that the 
scheme would cause major 
traffic problems in the area as 
well as noise and disturbance 
to residents. 

Mr Taylor, who lives in 
nearby St Philips Road, said he 
would suffer noise from vent¬ 
ilation and mechanical services 
units for the new store. 

He said: “Whilst I would be 
happy to see a Sainsbury’s store 
open in Newmarket, this site is 
totally unsuitable.” 

He pointed out that the 
Costcutter store, next to the 
proposed Sainsbury’s, had 
reduced its opening hours on 
the advice of the police follow¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour in the 
area. 

Cllr Bill Burch said: “We as a 
council should support smaller 


shops. I feel a big shop would 
have an adverse effect on the 
area.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the mayor, 
said: “This is an inappropriate 
place for a store like this. 

“We have tried to attract a 
major retailer to the town 
centre and I would like to see 
something like this on the 
market square, where it would 
draw people into the town 
centre." 

Around 200 letters have been 
sent to the district council from 
residents opposing the scheme. 

The protest group is staging 
another demonstration - the 
third it has organised - on 
Sunday at noon outside the 
Clean Machine launderette, 
which will be replaced by the 
Sainsbury’s store if permission 
is granted.

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Buses chief 
to monitor 
route times 


A BUS firm’s boss has 
agreed to look at the 
scheduling of routes 
which have to wait at 
stops for more than 
five minutes to keep 
to the timetable. 

Frustrated passengers 
on the Stagecoach 11 and 
12 routes from Cambridge 
to Newmarket have com¬ 
plained that they sit on the 
buses while they are 
stationary for several 
minutes. 

They have asked that 
the timetable is changed 
to eliminate the need for 
the buses to be parked at 
bus stops. 

Commuters Paul Russell 
and Sue Northwood, who 
regularly use the services 
between Newmarket and 
Cambridge, said: “In this 
time of high fuel costs, 
Stagecoach seem happy to

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let their buses stand idle 
with their engines running 
burning fuel and polluting 
the surrounding pedes¬ 
trian area.” 

They have talked to 
Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach, 
and Glenn Edge, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s public transport chief, 
to try to persuade them to 
cut the scheduled journey 
time from the current 50 
minutes. 

But they were dis¬ 
appointed when a new 
timetable was published, 
taking effect from April 17, 
which keeps the current 
schedule. 

Mrs Northwood, who 
lives in Cheveley, said: “In 
order to stick to this silly 


schedule the drivers have 
to travel at 30mph and 
then have to wait at the 
July racecourse stop for 
five or six minutes, just to 
get back on schedule. 

“Frankly, passengers are 
fed up with this sham¬ 
bles." 

But Mr Campbell said: 
“We are prepared to look 
at this, but it’s not as 
simple as they think. 

“We have to come up 
with a schedule that works 
the majority of the time 
when there’s congestion. 

“Unfortunately the rules 
for running buses do not 
allow you to go through a 
timing point early. 

“We are trying to get the 
balance right and we are 
looking at it again and 
monitoring the service.”

Police name gun 
attack victims 


THE two men who were 
murdered at a trav¬ 
ellers’ site last week 
have been identified by 
police. 

Both men were shot at the 
Willow Park site in Beck Row, 
near Mildenhall, last Tuesday 
night. One of the bodies was 
found in a burning car at the 
entrance to the site and the 
other body was found about 
20 metres away. 

Suffolk police said that the 
man in the car was David 
Castell, 29, who had no fixed 
address but had been living 
in Southend, Essex. 

The other man was Shane 
Hill, 20, from Stromness 
Road, Southend. 

Provisional post-mortem 
examinations showed that 
they died from gunshot 
wounds. 

Police searching the area 
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have recovered a number of 
guns but have not established 
whether they have any 
connection with the murders. 

Two men, aged 38 and 28, 
have been released on bail 
after they were questioned by 
detectives from the joint 
Norfolk and Suffolk major 
investigation team. 

Armed police are con¬ 
tinuing to patrol the area and 
search teams are continuing 
to check for evidence. 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
said members of the local 
safer neighbourhood team 
were continuing to carry out 
“high-visibility” patrols for 
public reassurance. 

Police carried out a series 
of stop-checks on the A1101 
Shippea Hill Road and The 


Flashback: police at Willows Park 
after last week’s double shooting. 

Street, Beck Row, between 
9pm and midnight last 
Tuesday and from 8am to 
1 lam last Wednesday. 

They are hoping that the 
checks will bring forward new 
evidence to help the invest¬ 


igation into the shootings. 

Senior police officers have 
said they believe the deaths 
were related to an “on-going 
dispute” involving people 
living on the site. 

Willow Park was set up 
more than 10 years ago 
without planning permission. 
But the 12 families living 
there were later allowed to 
stay following a High Court 
battle and a planning appeal. 

Five men were released on 
bail following a shooting 
incident on the site in 
February in which no-one 
was injured. 

A man from Willow Park 
appeared before magistrates 
in Norwich on Monday, 
accused of arson endanger¬ 
ing life following a house fire 
in the city on Wednesday. 

He was named by Norfolk 
police as Christopher Line, 
28.

Children will pay 
for bus cutbacks 

Sir, Suffolk County Council would 
like to cut the subsidised transport 
being offered to pupils of St Louis 
School in Newmarket (and St 
Joseph’s, Sudbury and St Felix, 
Haverhill) that takes them to the 
linked middle and upper schools in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Readers may consider that any 
“subsidy” towards a faith school 
system is unfair, but they should be 
aware that this bus subsidy pales 
against the large subsidies paid 
into these faith schools, year on 
year, by the diocese. 

In other words, the generous 
donations of parishioners are the 
main subsidy for these schools, 
saving the taxpayers money. 

But we also need to think through 
the consequences of the council’s 
proposal. Many parents will 
struggle on, paying large sums to 
get their children to their middle 
and upper schools any way they 
can. 

Children will be put at risk walking 
the streets on dark evenings to take 
public transport. Others will be 
driven, adding 100 or more cars to 
the congestion in central Bury 
twice a day instead of a few buses, 
with the linked pollution and 
carbon emissions. 

As and when parents find they 
cannot afford the time or cost of 
this new routine, children’s 
education will be disrupted in all 
schools as they are moved from 
one to another mid-term, affecting 
class sizes and teaching schedules. 
And just one tragedy - a road 
accident or some abuse incident - 
will cost the council and taxpayer 
far more in terms of medical or 
legal action than their proposed 
£160,000 saving. 


Take that out of chief executive 
Andrea Hill’s £220,000 salary and 
she would still be earning more 
than most of us, and hundreds of 
children’s education could continue 
undisturbed.

He 
must halt the loss of fine fen 
farmland. We’ve had enough of 
‘wetlands’ waste.

Lakenheath has its own 
helicopter rescue squad¬ 
ron which is understood 
to be operating in the 
region. 

Planes from Laken¬ 
heath and Mildenhall 
have been involved in the 
attacks in North Africa. 

In-flight refuelling has 
been carried out by KC- 
135 Stratotanker aircraft 
from Mildenhall while 
Lakenheath’s F-15E Strike 
Eagles and its helicopter 


squadron have also 
moved to forward ope¬ 
rating bases closer to 
Libya. 

A spokesman at the 
Lakenheath base said he 
could not confirm spec¬ 
ifics but he said that some 
forces from the base had 
been “repositioned” to 
support the operations. 

An official US Air Force 
statement referred to 
action by F-15E jets. 

Lakenheath’s 48th Fig¬ 
hter Wing is the largest 
USAF wing in Europe and 
the only one operating F- 
15Es, which are fitted with 
laser-guided weapons to 
attack ground targets. 

Planes from Laken¬ 
heath were involved in 
the 1986 attacks on Libya.

Compensation man 
fights to keep cash 


Tip-off by neighbours leads to insurance firm’s challenge 


A MAN who was award¬ 
ed £130,000 compen¬ 
sation for an accident 
at work may have to 
pay back the cash. 

Colin Hayward, 47, from 
Newmarket, was paid the 
money by insurance comp¬ 
any Zurich in settlement of a 
compensation claim. 

Mr Hayward said he was 
left depressed and unable to 
do anything other than light 
work after he was injured at 
the David S Smith Packaging 
factory just outside New¬ 
market in 1998. 

The company admitted 
part responsibility for the 
accident and its insurers, 
Zurich, agreed to settle Mr

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Hayward’s compensation 
claim for more than £130,000 
in 2003. 

But Mr Hayward's neigh¬ 
bours later contacted Zurich 
claiming they had seen him 
carrying out work to his 
house and questioned the 
extent of his disability. 

Zurich has now asked the 
Court of Appeal to reopen the 
case, claiming that Mr 
Hayward fraudulently exag¬ 
gerated the impact of his 
injuries to increase the 
payout. 

Patrick Limb QC, for 
Zurich, told judges the 
insurers paid out on the basis 


that the packaging firm was 
80 per cent liable for Mr 
Hayward’s accident. 

But, since the settlement, 
the barrister said two of Mr 
Hayward’s neighbours had 
“observed him carrying out 
many tasks in and about the 
property, which were wholly 
inconsistent with his case as 
presented in the original 
action”. 

Mr Limb said: “There has 
been no unjust harassment of 
Mr Hayward. 

“The neighbours felt so 
strongly about what they had 
seen, they approached the 
insurers on an unsolicited 
basis.” 

But Guy Sims, for Mr 
Hayward, said his client 
denied Zurich’s accusations 


and his neighbours’ account. 

He said Mr Hayward was 
entitled to every penny of the 
settlement and the case 
should remain closed. 

Zurich launched the legal 
bid to recover some of the 
compensation money in 
2008, but its case was struck 
out by a circuit judge at 
Cambridge County Court in 
luly last year. 

Appeal Court judges, Lord 
justice Maurice Kay, Lady 
justice Smith and Lord Justice 
Moore-Bick, will now decide 
whether to overturn that 
decision and allow Zurich’s 
case to proceed. 

They have reserved 
judgment which will be given 
at a later date. 


Man awaits sentence for arson attack at house 


A MAN has admitted 
starting a fire at a house 
while his ex-partner 
and three children were 
asleep. 

But Daniel Coe, 31, 
denied arson with 
intent to endanger life 
at a house in Brickfields 


Avenue, Newmarket. 
Instead he admitted 
arson while being 
reckless. 

He was remanded in 
custody after Judge 
David Goodin, sitting at 
Ipswich Crown Court, 
asked for reports from a 


psychiatrist and the 
probation service be¬ 
fore he is sentenced. 

Coe, of no fixed 
address also admitted a 
charge of causing crim¬ 
inal damage. 

The family escaped 
the fire, believed to 


have been started when 
an inflammable liquid 
was poured through the 
letter box, when one of 
the children smelled 
smoke and woke the 
others. They all got out 
of a back door. 

The blaze happened 


early on Sunday, 
September 12. 

Judge Goodin said all 
sentencing options, 
including jail, remained 
open. 

Coe is due back in 
court in the three weeks 
from May 3.

ion. The limit is 80 micro¬ 
grams. 

He pleaded guilty to driving 
with excess alcohol - just 
months after returning to the 
road following a 16-month 
ban for drink-driving imp¬ 
osed in 2009.

Family flee 
as thatch 
catches fire

THE managing director 
of Newmarket’s National 
Stud escaped unhurt 
from a fire which wreck¬ 
ed his historic cottage 
home. 

Brian O’Rourke was in bed in 
the 19th century listed building 
when he was woken by a water 
leak which is believed to have 
caused an electrical fault that 
started the fire. 

Mr O’Rourke and his pet 
Labrador Henry were able to 
get out of the house as fire 
engulfed the thatched roof. 

Ten fire crews battled 
through the night to extinguish 
the blaze which badly dam¬ 
aged the upstairs of the listed 
building near the entrance to 
the stud. 

He said: “We were very lucky. 
The firefighters were absolutely 
superb. They couldn’t have 
been better. 

“They helped get out some of 
the furniture. They were just so 


calm and professional.” 

Mr O’Rourke said he was 
woken by the sound of water 
coming through the ceiling. 

“I looked into the loft and I 
could see flames. I knew if I 
opened the loft it would just 
fan the flames, so I just got 
some trousers on and got of 


there with the dog,” he said. 

“The fire service were here in 
seconds.” 

The fire broke at around 
midnight last Wednesday. 

Crews from Newmarket and 
Cambridgeshire fire stations, 
including a turntable ladder 
from Parkside fire station were 


called to the scene. 

Fire engines were used to set 
up a shuttle bringing water to 
the site from the nearby road. 

Dave Richardson, incident 
commander from Cambridge¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service, 
said: “Firefighters arrived and 
discovered a large detached 
house with a significant fire in 
its roof. 

“The roof was made up of 60 
per cent thatch and 40 per cent 
tiles. 

“Crews worked throughout 
the night with the turntable 
ladder and using hose reels to 
try and stop the fire from 
spreading into the tiled sect¬ 
ion. 

“However, once a fire has 
started in a thatch roof it is 
extremely difficult to stop it 
from spreading.” 

He confirmed that the cause 
of the blaze was accidental. 

Mr O’Rourke is being acc¬ 
ommodated in another house 
on the stud while the damage 
is assessed. 

The large picture-postcard 
cottage is one of the historic 
features of the stud. 


THREE people escaped injury 
when fire ripped through the 
thatched roof of their village 
home. 

More than 70 firefighters were 
called to tackle the blaze at 
Church Lane, Dalham, which 
badly damaged the cottage. 

The fire, which broke out just 
after 6.20pm on Sunday, was the 
second major thatch fire in the 
in less than a week. 

Joan Thuilliez, whose home at 
Dalham was wrecked in the fire, 
said she was at home with her 
son and daughter-in-law when 
it broke out. 

She said her son spotted a 
small fire in the roof after they 
had noticed smoke drifting past 
the window. 

She praised fire crews for their 
“brilliant” job in tackling the 
blaze. 

Pat Dacey, Suffolk fire service 
incident commander, said the 
fire started accidentally from a 
wood burning stove. 

The fire broke out near the 
chimney stack and spread to the 
whole of the thatched roof. But 
he said the walls of the house 
had been saved. 

Fire crews had worked to 
prevent the fire spreading to 
nearby thatched cottages. 

Some crews remained at the 
scene until the following 
morning.

Campaign to save town’s library gathers pace

LIBRARY users will 
stage a gathering to 
show their support for 
keeping the building 
open. 

Suffolk County Council 
intends to save around 30 per 
cent of its libraries budget, 
which has led to concerns for 
the future of Newmarket Lib¬ 
rary. 

Although the council has 
said that the town’s library will 


not close under current plans, 
supporters of an informal 
campaign will be gathering 
outside on Saturday, from 
10am. 

Campaigners, including 
former mayor Jane Bailey, are 
concerned that the library 
could be hit by the cuts. 

Village libraries, including 
one in Lakenheath, are being 
offered to community groups 
to run. 

The campaign group also 


wants people to respond to 
the county council’s consul¬ 
tation on libraries. 

The consultation document 
warns that funding could be 
withdrawn from libraries 
unless ideas for other sources 
of funding come forward. 

Rachel Wood, from the 
campaign group, said: “No¬ 
body likes filling in forms, but 
this one is really important. 

“We hope that as many 
people as possible will come 


along on Saturday to spread 
the word, so that everyone in 
Newmarket knows that the 
future funding of our library 
depends on how many of us 
fill in the consultation form." 

Forms will be available on 
the day and can also be 
collected from the library, in 
the town’s Guineas centre.

WHEN members of the Forest 
Heath area committee of the 
Suffolk Association of Local 
Councils decided at their last 
meeting in 2010 to invite the 
local county councillors to 
address them at their first 
meeting this year, it is 
doubtful they really expected 
two of their visitors to speak 
for almost half the span of the 
meeting. But this happened at 
Freckenham Village Hall last 
week, where two county 
councillors of Suffolk County 
Council’s ruling cabinet, Colin 
Noble and Lisa Chambers, 
who were also accompanied 
by Mildenhall Division 
member Stephen Frost, took 
about half the two and a half 
hours to explain in detail and 
then answer questions on the 
county council plans for 
divesting their responsibilities 
in the light of the current 
financial crisis. 


From the questions posed, 
with their supplementaries, it 
was clear that many of the 
local councils represented at 
this meeting (the first tier of 
local government) have 
considerable reservations 
about the proposals, which 
will see well over £40 million 
wiped off the county’s budget 
for the coming year 2011/12 
with nearly £50 million in the 
following year. 

After visitors left, the FHDC 
local members gave full 
reports on their own council’s 
activities. They revealed a 
wide range of projects and 
schemes which benefit 
people living in the towns and 
villages they represent. 

■ Not everyone at the 
Mildenhall Probus Club 
meeting was a Noel Coward 
fan - with chairman Niall 
Murphy saying as much - but 
there was warm applause for 
Brian Padwick from Great 
Horkesley, Colchester, as he

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Great take

Award-winning playwright Tanika Gupta 
tells The Guide what inspired her to move 
Dickens' epic saga. Great Expectations, to 
1850s India. 


F ROM the bleak 
English countryside 
and bustling streets of 
London, Dickens’s epic 
novel Great Expectations is 
transposed to 19th century 
India in a new version by 
award-winning playwright 
Tanika Gupta. 

In a co- production with 



English Touring Theatre and 
Watford Palace Theatre, and 
directed by Nikolai Foster, this 
bold reimagining charts Pip’s 
extraordinary journey in a story 
of love, ambition, honour and 
honesty. 

Gupta chose the pivotal Indian 
Mutiny of 1857 as her base, an 
event which triggered the passing 
of the governance of the sub¬ 
continent from the East India 
Company to the British 
state. Thus the story of Pip begins 
just as the Raj is taking root. 

“I’d absolutely loved Great 
Expectations when I read the 
novel at school but I still wanted 
to mix it up a little,” says Gupta. 
“I have a degree in history and I’d 
always been interested in that 
period in India’s story. 

“The names of the characters - 
Pumblechook, Gargary - sound 
very Indian, and the issue of the 


class system in the novel is 
brought together with the issue of 
the caste system in the play.” 

As a cobbler, Gupta explains, 
Pip, the hero of the story, would 
be seen as a member of a lower 
caste and therefore unlikely ever 
to be taken for a gentleman. 
Under the more inflexible caste 
system, as opposed to the British 
hierarchy, it was uncommon for a 
man to rise up the social ladder, 
she explains. 

In the novel, Pip is elevated by 
his mysterious benefactor into a 
world of wealth and ease in which 
he leads a leisured gentleman’s 
life. Yet Gupta’s version adds a 
cultural and a political dimension 
as well as the social factor in Pip’s 
decision to leave the honest rural 
poverty of the Gargary household 
to take up residence in Calcutta 
and turn himself into an English 
gent.

Gupta argues that Pip’s desire 
to better himself is a universal 
experience. 

“To an extent, we’ve all left 
our roots behind and we’ve 
become someone different. It’s 
like people moving from 
Yorkshire to London and losing 
their accent in favour of RP. It’s 
sometimes hard to retain your 
identity and your self-respect 
while achieving your goals.” 

In many ways, Dickens was an 
actor manque and his characters 
invariably glow with theatrical 
life. This should theoretically 
make life easier for an adaptor. 
What, if anything, has Gupta 
changed from the source novel? 


“David Lan, who runs the 
Young Vic, gave me a very 
valuable piece of advice when I 
adapted Hobson s Choice for 
him. Never lose sight, he said, 
of why this is a popular classic in 
the first place. I’ve had to cut a 
great deal - characters as well as 
plotlines - otherwise the play 
would run for hours. I’ve also 
toned down Dickens’s 
sentimentality which can often 
feel syrupy to a modem 
audience.” 

Since childhood, Gupta has 
made periodic visits to India 
where she’s been amazed to 
discover that much of the British 
Raj remains, a world which 


Dickens would probably have 
recognised. 

“A lot of India is still very 
Dickensian,” she says. “There are 
still Bengali intellectuals locked 
away in yellowing libraries while 
British Raj civil servants still 
sit in their clubs, complaining 
about Indian independence. 

There are racecourses in the 
middle of Calcutta, surrounded 
by slums, and the city is lull of 
grand Victorian buildings.”

FELICITY Jones confirms her 
reputation as one of our 
brightest acting talents in Phil 
Traill’s life-affirming comedy 
about a young woman’s 
struggle to vanquish her inner 
demons. 

The Birmingham-born actress 
effortlessly slaloms between 
slapstick and heart-tugging 
emotion in Tom Williams’s 
predictable yet unabashedly 
crowd-pleasing script.

Give your grass touch of class 



I MAGINE a sea of green 
velvet devoid of lumps, 
bumps, mole hills and moss. 
Now look at your lawn. 

Of course, not all of us have the time 
to lovingly tend our lawns so they won’t 
harbour the odd dandelion or have fallen 
victim to patches of moss or divots 
created by animals or children, but there 
are ways to spruce up your lawn to make 
it look at least presentable. 

In spring, many gardeners consider 
starting from scratch and laying a new 
lawn from seed or turfing an area, but 
remember that the ground needs to be 
well prepared before you start and that 
grass, as a rule, is a high maintenance 
option. 

Don’t think that a bit of weeding, 
feeding and watering alone is going to 
assure you of a bowling green finish. If 
you are time-pressed, you may have to 
accept, and start to enjoy, the weeds and 
moss that will creep into your lawn. But 
to many, as long as their lawn is green, 
flat and healthy, that’s all that matters. 

Lawns are frequently the focal point of 
the garden and make a neat, defining 
edge to beds and borders. So when lawn 
edges become overgrown and tatty, it can 
have an adverse effect on the look of the 
whole garden. 

Now might be a good time to have a 
walk in your garden and examine the 
state of your lawn edges. They are fairly 
easy to repair and it doesn’t have to be 
too time-consuming a task. 

If you have a damaged lawn edge, first 
cut out a rectangle of turf with a half

moon edger, incorporating the affected 
grass and using a straight edge such as a 
plank of wood as a guide. Then turn the 
turf around so that the damaged edge is 
nearer the middle of the lawn. 

The gap created by the jagged edge 
which is now further into the lawn 
should be filled with garden soil, sifted 
to a fine tilth. Then firm and level it to 
make sure it is flush with the 
surrounding grass. 

Sow grass seed on top, water well and 
cover the hole with clear plastic sheeting 
until the seeds have germinated, to help 
retain moisture and keep birds at bay. 

Other maintenance jobs which will 
greatly improve the look of your lawn 
can also be done in spring. 

Use a spring-tine rake to remove 
winter debris, break up small amounts of 
thatch and lift the grass leaves and weed 
stems. Raking can be quite hard work 
and you can hire special raking machines 
which are less arduous. 

Re-seeding worn areas and bare 
patches should be done towards the end 
of March or in April if the weather is 
extremely cold and the ground soggy. 


If the whole lawn looks thin with lots 
of bare patches, try oversowing it with 
grass seed of a similar type. 

You may also want to flatten your lawn 
or remove any lumps and bumps which 
have appeared over the years. To do this, 
cut out the turf, remove the soil 
underneath to lose the bump and then 
replace it. Fill in any cracks with sifted 
soil and water in well. Bare patches can 
either be re-seeded or re-turfed. 

A good feed and water will also make 
an amazing difference to the grass, 
particularly if you use a mechanical 
distributor. A fertiliser containing both 


quick-acting and slow-acting nitrogen is 
best in spring or summer. 

Many gardeners will notice big 
patches of moss on their lawn, a problem 
exacerbated by wet weather, poor 
drainage and lack of light. Improve 
aeration by regular spiking with a fork. If 
shade is a factor, consider reducing the 
canopies of any nearby trees. 

Alternatively, if you have moss in a 
shady area under trees and you don’t 
have much time for lawn maintenance, it 
might be worthwhile encouraging the 
moss in these areas by removing the 
grass. 


If your grass is in great condition, 
moss is unlikely to take a foothold. Feed 
it in spring or early summer and water 
well before it shows signs of stress from 
drought. 

Wormcasts are a problem for many 
and need removing from the lawn with a 
stiff broom before the first mow. 

When the grass is 3 in (8cm) high, you 
can cut it for the first time. But make 
sure the mower blades are sharp and set 
them high. Also, take account of the 
weather. If it’s wet or frosty, delay the 
first cut. And don’t leave your clippings 
on the lawn at this time of year.

T om QUEALLY HAS ONE of the 
very best jobs in racing and is keen 
to do everything in his powers to 
hold on to it. As stable jockey to the 10- 
times champion trainer Henry Cecil, the 
26-year-old from Co Waterford in Ireland 
gets to regularly experience the thrill of 
riding top-class racehorses in the heat of 
battle. 

Take this Saturday, for example. He 
will get the leg up on the evergreen and 
much-loved Twice Over in the $10million 
Dubai World Cup, a race in which the 
six-year-old is likely to start favourite. 

After all the glitz and glamour of that 
night in the desert, Queally will 
immediately return to Newmarket to 
help prepare Frankel for the upcoming 
turf season. The brilliant winner of last 
year's Royal Lodge and Dubai Dewhurst 
Stakes has wintered as the much 


discussed ante-post favourite for both the 
2000 Guineas and Derby. Then there is 
multiple Group One-winning mare 
Midday to assist with and a host of 
unraced three-year-olds to assess, not to 
mention the raw untapped potential of 
all the juveniles under Cecil's care. 

No wonder Queally is thoroughly 
enjoying his association with the 
resurgent Cecil's Warren Place stable, 
which is now not far off the force it was 
during the master trainer's pomp in the 
late 1970s through to the 1990s. 

The rider said: "Although I kept my 
options open, all I ever wanted to be was 
a jockey. It didn't really matter what 
level I was at, but when you start off 
everyone dreams of being associated 
with horses like this. I am in a very 
special position and I'm very lucky.

Hopefully, HI stay in one piece, the horses will stay 
in one piece - and in front!" 

You need the odd stroke of fortune if you are to 
progress in any profession. But it is not luck that has 
resulted in Queally finding himself in such a coveted 
role. It's about talent and dedication in large 
measures. 

Regularly since January, Queally has chosen to 
put up with the icy snap of morning stables to ride 
out for Warren Place, aboard at least a couple of 
'lots'. 

It is just routine exercise, not the full-blown 
gallops that take place on most Wednesdays and 
Saturdays through the season. But such commitment 
and professionalism exemplify Queally's approach 
to his job. 

"I do take it seriously," he stressed. "There are 
loads and loads of jockeys who would just love to 
be in my position. It's up to me to look after it. .. it's 
up to me to get to know all those different horses. 

"If going in on a freezing cold Tuesday morning in 
February helps me along and I can find out one 
thing about a horse that I wouldn't do on a work 
morning, then it's worthwhile. 

"If you ride a horse out for an hour and a half, it's 
amazing what you can pick up from that horse. You 
just get little clues - it's putting the jigsaw together. 
And if going in on a wet Thursday when there's no 
work happening, if that helps me along the way, I'm 
more than happy to do it. The bottom line is if you 
understand your horses, you've got a massive 
advantage." 

Queally first started getting regular rides from 
Cecil in 2007 and there have been plenty of 
highlights since - not least last year's Champions' 
Day. In the space of 40 or so minutes, the young 
jockey booted home Frankel in the Dubai Dewhurst 
Stakes and Twice Over in the Emirates Airline 
Champion Stakes. "It was special, an hour you'd 
give your whole life waiting to experience," said 


Queally, who is sponsored by the television channel 
Racing UK. 

"When you start off as a jockey you dream of kind 
of managing to fluke one Group One somewhere 
along the line - to rattle two of them off in the space 
of an hour was something else." 

Queally and all at Warren Place will be hoping for 
more of the same in 2011. The stable's firepower 
certainly looks formidable, with Frankel the name 
on everybody's lips. 

Trainers often want to keep a lid on such media 
enthusiasm, but it was hard not to be impressed by 
the colt's feats last season. 

"There is a lot of hype with Frankel," said Queally. 
"He has got an unblemished two-year-old career 
and all the boxes seem to be ticked going into his 
three-year-old campaign. 

"He has got through the winter nice and healthy. 
Physically, he looks like he has done well and 
trained on. On what we've seen so far, he is pleasing 
us. The real test will come when he is on the 
racecourse." 

That seasonal reappearance looks likely to come 
at Newbury in the Greenham Stakes on April 16. 

But the seven-furlong Group Three will not shed any 
light on one of the major pre-season talking points, 
which is whether Frankel will prove best at a mile or 
if he is likely to stay the Derby distance of a mile 
and a half. 

He is by a Derby winner in Galileo but is out of 
an influence for speed, Kind, whose six career 
triumphs came at trips of five, six and seven 
furlongs. 

"I don't know about his stamina - that is the big 
question everybody is asking," said Queally. "He'll 
run in the Greenham but that won't tell us anything, 

I don't think. It will be really only the Guineas when 
we start putting things like trip together. 

"It's a true run mile and up that bit of a hill at the 
end - that will answer some questions about his true 
trip. The Greenham will be a step towards the 
Guineas and the Guineas then will be a step

towards the rest of the year - it will send us off in one 
particular direction or another." 

That is all for next month. At the moment, Queally 
is fully focused on Twice Over's Dubai World Cup 
bid. Twelve months ago, he could finish only 10th of 
14 after flying out for that race alone. This time, the 
horse has been prepared differently by Cecil, who 
sent his charge to Dubai earlier for a Group Two race 
that was duly won in some style. 

Now connections are hoping that Twice Over can 
build on his very promising seasonal bow and run a 
big one in the Dubai World Cup. 

"I'm looking forward to it," said Queally. "It's a 
race everyone wants to win and there is a lot at stake. 
We are lucky enough to have a horse that looks like 
he'd go there with a decent chance. It's exciting 
times." 

Whatever the outcome, Twice Over will always 
have a place in his regular rider's heart. Queally first 
rode the son of Observatory when he was a 
two-year-old and has gone on to partner him to 


success in two Champion Stakes and an Eclipse 
triumph among other victories. He said: "I am very 
fond of Twice Over - he is a lovely horse, a Christian. 
Some horses wouldn't really take much notice of you 
in and around the stable but he'll turn his entire head 
around to look at you; I'm nearly waiting for the day 
that he is going to speak to me - he's that clever! 

"We're lucky enough to have Midday in training 
again this year. She is a very special filly to me, as 
well. She gave me a Breeders' Cup winner, 
back-to-back Nassau Stakes and the Yorkshire Oaks.

You would think that riding such high-profile 
horses would bring their fair share of pressure.

T WELVE MONTHS AGO, trainer David Simcock 
made no secret of his desire to unearth a 
top-class horse. Previewing the 2010 season in 
this supplement, he spelt out in clear terms about 
how he was after a Group One performer. 

But only in his dreams could he have imagined 
that he would end up with a star such as Dream 
Ahead. 

Bought for just £36,000 at last spring's breeze-up 
sale at Doncaster, he went on to win two Group One 
races - the second of which was a nine-length 
routing of his rivals in the Shadwell Middle Park 
Stakes at Newmarket - to finish as the joint-top 
two-year-old in the world for 2010. 

But that is all in the past. Right now, Simcock has 
the new Flat season on his mind and looming large 
for both he and Dream Ahead is the 2000 Guineas at 
Newmarket on Saturday, April 30. 

"Everything is very much on course for the 
Guineas," confirmed the 39-year-old, who is based at 
Trillium Place Stables, just an easy canter away from 
the Rowley Mile course. "I'm just looking forward to 
running the horse - that excites me." 

Despite his glittering two-year-old career and lofty 
status in the pecking-order for his generation, Dream 
Ahead is still a general 16-1 chance for the first 
Classic of the new season. 

Such a generous-looking price is largely down to 
two factors: Firstly, whether he will stay the race's 
mile distance and secondly, the below-par form 
shown on his last start in 2010. That was at

Newmarket in mid-October when, just 15 days after 
his Middle Park heroics, he was a well-beaten fifth of 
six behind Frankel in the Dubai Dewhurst Stakes. 

"Hindsight is a wonderful thing, but I get the 
feeling that he takes a terrific amount out of himself 
when he races," said Simcock. "Two weeks in 
between Group Ones is not long enough. 

"That wasn't his day and it certainly wasn't his 
running. You will see a different horse in April - I am 
absolutely convinced of that." 

Certainly, he only seems to have flourished over 
the winter. A big powerful son of Diktat, he fills the 
eye and impresses with his imposing stature. 

"Physically, I couldn't be happier with him," said 
Simcock. "He has had a very, very good winter - he 
looks fantastic. 

"He has matured, put a lot of weight on in the 
right places and he has started his training very well. 

"He is showing a great attitude and has been very 
straightforward in everything he has done so far." 

As for the prospect of Dream Ahead staying a mile, 
Simcock prefers to be optimistic. He is sure seven 
furlongs will be within the horse's range and 
certainly is not negative about him stretching out to 
a mile. 

"I'm quietly confident that he will see out the 
mile," he said. "It's something that we won't find out

until we've tried." Simcock intends to head straight 
to the Guineas with the horse, keen not to over-exert 
him before the day when it really counts. 

"To have a prep race, he would achieve nothing by 
winning the Craven or Greenham," he said, "and if 
that took the edge off him, you'd be kicking 
yourself." 

Overall, the trainer, who has had a licence since 
2004, seems fairly matter-of-fact about looking after 
his first serious Classic contender. 

Yes, he concedes he is 'lucky' to train Dream 
Ahead but views him as 'just another horse in the 
yard with a routine' who, like the 80 others under his 
care, has to be fed the same, treated the same. 

"The fact that you've got a good one there is an 
added bonus," said Simcock, explaining the feeling 
he has when walking into his yard first thing every 
morning. "It is nice, but if I had 20 ordinary horses, it 
would still be nice to see them." 

You might think that, having fulfilled last year's aim 
of finding a Group One horse, Simcock's next 
ambition is a Classic victory. 

Maybe it does appear on his private wish-list - 
who knows? But he is sensible enough not to be 
drawn into making a bold public statement to that 
effect. 

"I don't think you set out and say 'Right, I want to 
win a Classic this year'. It will happen when it 
happens," he said. 

He talks instead in more general terms about 



'raising the bar'. The emphasis is largely on 
accumulating substantial prize money, rather than 
just nailing winners, of which there was a personal 
best of 50 in 2010. 

"I certainly would rather sacrifice winners for 
prize money, no question at all," he 
outlined. "If I trained 50 winners and won 
200,000 (pounds) in prize money, I'd feel 
like I was doing an injustice to my 
owners. But if you gave me 30 winners 
and 750,000 (pounds), I'd take it every 
time." 

The year has certainly started well with plenty of 
domestic winners on the all-weather and a first 
Dubai International Racing Carnival victory, thanks 
to Lord Of The Stars' win at Meydan last month. 
Looking ahead, Simcock's 2011 string looks to have 
sufficient depth and quality to make its mark over the 
months to come. 

He assessed: "I'd like to think this is the first time 
we've had a decent group of three-year-olds to go to 
war with - in all departments. 

"With the two-year-olds, you are always hopeful. It 
is far too early to judge, but there are a couple there 
that have shown up very, very well and already get 
you excited." 

And if Simcock is really lucky, there may just be 
another Dream Ahead in among them, waiting to be 
unleashed.

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RACING 2011: THE YEAR AHEAD

A 'NEW ERA' IS heralded this year 
for British racing and Newmarket 
racecourses, with date and race 
changes to some of the major fixtures as 
well as the 25th anniversary of the 
popular series of summer music shows 
after Friday evening race meetings. 

Stephen Wallis, the 54-year-old now in 
his fourth season as managing director of 
the two courses, said: "It's a new era for the 
top end of British racing. 

"With the British Champions Series, 
which starts here at the Guineas in April 
and the Future Champions day here in the 
autumn, it's something different, something 
exciting and something new. The challenge 
is to make sure it works, which we're pretty 
confident it will." 

The new champions' series, to establish 
the top horses in five categories, starts at 
Newmarket on Saturday, April 30, with the 
2000 Guineas. 

It carries total prize money of £13 mi 11 ion 
and is aimed at making racing easier to 
follow for the casual racegoer. 

One effect of the changes has meant that 
Newmarket has lost Champions' Day from 
its autumn fixture list to Ascot. 

But Wallis is upbeat about its 
replacement - Future Champions' Day, on 
Saturday, October 8 - as well as the new 
fixture on Saturday, October 1, which will 
feature the £500,000 TattersalIs Millions 
two-year-old Trophy and the £300,000 
Tattersal Is Millions two-year-old Fillies' 
Trophy. 

"As a result of the autumn changes, we 
believe that we have the best two-year-old 
racing in the world," he said. 

"Newmarket remains one of the biggest 
names in the British racing calendar. We 
attract a very dedicated loyal hardcore of 
racing supporter," said Wallis. 

"We are, first and foremost, here to stage 
the quality of racing that the industry 
expects, and that's what we're proud to 
deliver." 

More date changes affect the popular 
July Festival, previously run between 
Wednesday and Friday. 

The three-day meeting now starts on 
Thursday, July 7, with Ladies' Day and 
continues until Saturday, July 9 with 
Europe's premier sprint race, the Darley 
July Cup. 

"It's an opportunity to increase the 
crowd and the coverage for the Darley July 
Cup," said Wallis. 

He described the Festival meeting as a 
"little gem" with its garden-party 
atmosphere and emphasis on fashion - not 
only on Ladies' Day. 

"All our Saturdays throughout the 
summer are being themed for family 
attendance," he said. "It's not necessarily 
about the money it brings in, it's about our 
long-term future. We have put good value 
for money uppermost. A lot of effort goes 
into making sure that coming to 
Newmarket is a great day out." 

Concerted efforts to attract a wider 
audience and younger racegoers remain a 
priority to maintain - and, hopefully, 
increase - a total annual attendance figure 
of around 300,000. 

The majority of that figure are drawn to 
the July Course for the summer series of 
Newmarket Nights, combining Friday

evening race meetings with a concert 
afterwards. 

The series of seven nights celebrates its 
25th anniversary this year with the return 
of old favourites such as Jools Holland and 
his Rhythm and Blues Orchestra. They hit 
a peak with arguably the biggest star to 
perform at Newmarket-Tom Jones. 

Others on this year's line-up include Texas, 
James Blunt, Scissor Sisters and The 
Wanted. 

The Nights account for around a third of 
the total attendance at Newmarket and 
help support the more purist fixtures which 
do not attract big crowds. 

As part of efforts to attract more families, 
pop and reality television star Peter Andre 
will perform at the last meeting of the 
summer at the July Course on Saturday, 
August 27. 

The oldest race in the world - the Town 
Plate for amateur riders - will also be 
staged on the same day.

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How Martin turned his back 
on a career switch ... 
and became a champion 


M ARTIN LANE IS a man on a mission after becoming 
the champion apprentice jockey who almost never 
was. In an exceptional 2010, he rode 52 winners 
to take the crown in a year of highlights that included 
winning the John Smith's Cup and riding for the Queen and 
Sir Michael Stoute. 

But the 25-year-old Irishman was on the verge of walking 
away from racing. 

Cork-born Lane's path started when he was 11, being 
thrown on a horse by his best friend's brother, a trainer, who 
had a staff shortage. 

At 18, he became Frances Crowley's apprentice - at a Flat 
and jumps yard - waiting to become heavier to go jumping. 
But that never happened and, after four-and-a-half years, 
Crowley retired. 

At which point, Lane was set to turn his back on the sport. 
"I had had enough of it in Ireland," said Lane. "I had three 
winners in my last year and I was giving up.That's what I had 
put into my head, I was going to college and that was that. 

"My agent (Kevin Ryan) and Ger Lyons, the trainer (who 
Lane was riding out for), said to me 'just give England a go, 
you'll always regret it if you don't'. 

"It was a very difficult decision. I had put it in my mind 
that I was going to go to college. I had a few bad years in 
Ireland and just got put off it. 

"Thankfully, Kevin and Ger changed my mind - it took

them quite a bit of persuading but they got around to it in 
the end. 

"It would have been a very different life (he was going to 
study engineering), but I'm absolutely thrilled with the way 
things have worked out." 

Lane arrived in England to work with Karl Burke, and 
was an instant success, earning 28 winners in his first 
year, and there was also a win aboard Philaro in a big 
handicap at the Curragh on Irish 2000 Guineas Day. 

He said: "It was great to go home and ride a winner in 
one of the big races, especially after leaving because you 
can't make a name for yourself." 

When Burke lost his licence, Lane moved to Newmarket 
to join David Simcock. 

"It meant so much being with the boss last year, he got 
me on a lot of nice horses, both his own and other trainers 
just through his connections," he said. "He and his wife, 
Jenny, have been very good to me, he's a great boss." 

Lane started last season with the aim of losing his 
claim - he needed 45 winners - but as the campaign 
progressed, another target materialised. 

"Halfway through the season the champion apprentice 
title was looking realistic, so we went all out from that point 
on," he said. "And my agent (Simon Dodds) was brilliant. 

"The last year was incredible - being champion 
apprentice, riding for the Queen (on Michael Bell's 
Tactician), riding for Michael Stoute - one of the best 
trainers in the world - riding a winner for Michael Jarvis .. . 
It just kept going and going, there were so many great 
highlights of the year. 

"Wigmore Hall (the John Smith's Cup) was obviously the 
main one, both personally and professionally. 

"It was my mother's birthday that day. She was the one 
who took me to pony club as a kid and took me to work 
every morning, and she passed away seven years ago. 

"So to ride that winner on her birthday was quite 
emotional and it meant a lot - it was a brilliant day." 

Having lost his claim, he decided to turn down the offer 
of working with Erwan Charpay in Dubai this winter in an 
effort to increase his profile and develop his contacts. 

And he has set himself a new target. 

"Obviously, you don't want to think backwards, so for the 
whole year, having ridden 50 winners, I would like to get it 
again, which would be a big ask with no claim. 

"I still have to improve, but the boss has promised me the 
chances, so it's up to me to work hard and improve my 
riding to take them."

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RACING 2011: BIG-RACE COUNTDOWN

W HEN YOU HAVE BROKEN your 
back as a teenager, laying in a 
hospital bed unable to blink an 
eyelid or move, wondering if you would ever 
walk again, statistics pale into insignificance. 

But even Newmarket's elder statesman Sir 
Mark Prescott concedes that the ghost of the 
great 19th Century trainer Mat Dawson, who 
produced the bulk of his 28 home Classic 
winners on the same prime piece of real estate 
he now owns, must be wondering what he has 
been doing all these years. 

In his 42nd season at Heath House Stables, 
Prescott, 63, who is acknowledged more for the 
success of his craftily-honed handicappers, is 
still searching for his first. 

Amazingly, his first Group One winner only 
came in 1996 with Pivotal's win in the 
Nunthorpe and his initial runner in a domestic 
Classic was Confidential Lady in the 1000 
Guineas just five years ago, the filly finishing 
runner-up to Speciosa before finally breaking 
the veteran trainer's duck in any Classic by 
winning the French Oaks. 

Admittedly, he has well over 2,000 races to 
his name but the last home Classic winner from 
his famous yard was Melton, who won the 
Derby and St Leger in 1885. The last resident 
who took the 1000 Guineas was Busybody the 
previous year, the same season the 
Dawson-trained St Simon, whose hide is 
proudly on display at the stables, was 
everyone's pin-up. 

That could all change on the second Sunday 
in May when Prescott has another shot at the 
1000 Guineas with Hooray, Europe's top-rated 
juvenile filly last season. 

But, for this cigar-chomping country man, 
whose undiminished love of bull 
fighting, coursing and fox hunting has had 
animal rights activists literally labelling him "the 
monster", the deeds of one of his predecessors 
is not about to change the habits of a lifetime. 

"I'd love to meet the ghosts of Fred Archer, 
who used to be an apprentice here and Mat 
Dawson," says the trainer, just back from his 
annual foray to Ireland, where his greyhound 
Moot Point won the Irish Cup coursing event. 

"They're supposed to be here. I've looked 
around at 10 every night of my life and I've 
never seen them. If I did meet them I know 
they'd say: 'What on earth have you been doing 
here for 41 years and only had one Classic 
winner - and that was abroad'." 

As a 16-year-old, he lied about his age to 
impress his first girlfriend and had to take her on 
holiday to a place where he did not have to 
drive, but there were no fibs in his 
frank assessment of Hooray. 

Between seasons, he says 
his confidence was riding 
much higher on 
Confidential Lady 
winning the 1000 in 
her year than the 
prospects of Cheveley 
Park-owned Hooray 
this time round. The 
next few weeks on 
Newmarket Heath will 
be telling. 

"I've seen more good 
horses sacrificed on the altar 
of the Guineas than any other 
race because the trainers have to push 
them," he says. "Fortunately for me, I won't 
have to push her because the owners 
understand enough that if she is not pleasing us,

we will wait for the Coronation at Royal Ascot or 
something like that. 

"The equation with Hooray is that she was the 
best rated two-year-old filly last year and, if the 
articulate (trainer) John Gosden is right, 
sometimes the Guineas is the last 
two-year-old race of the 
(previous) year." 

Prescott was referring to her 
impressive win in the Group 
One Cheveley Park Stakes, 
two furlongs short of the 
Guineas trip. 

"But will she train on, 
because historically the 
family haven't done so?," 
he says without 
apprehension. "And 
whether she stays is another 
matter because she is not 
bred to. 

1 felt Confidential Lady, a big 
strong filly who was seven to 101b below 
the best, was sure to improve from two to three. I 
thought I'd beat Speciosa (in 2006) and I had a 
line of form which suggested I would, but we just

couldn't get past her. With this one, it's the 
opposite." 

Two of Hooray's three defeats in seven runs 
came on good to firm going but Prescott is not 
alarmed. 

"I think she likes good to firm but, at that time, 
she wasn't as good," he says. "She was badly 
drawn at Ascot (Albany Stakes) and at 
Newmarket (Cherry Hinton) there was no pace 
and we struggled to hold her up. In her other 
defeat, at Newbury, everything went wrong and 
she got knocked coming out of the stalls. I don't 
suppose we would want to make the running 
unless we have to." 

Of the fillies that stand in his way, Sir Michael 
Stoute's unbeaten contender Havant - an easy 
winner of the Group Three Oh So Sharp Stakes 
on her second appearance - figures prominently. 

"I was very impressed with her at Newmarket," 
he said, "and Aidan O'Brien's filly Misty For Me 
also stays well and is very genuine." 

Since he took over at 19 from Jack Waugh to 
become the youngest trainer at Newmarket by 
some 19 years, Heath House's numbers have 
always been constant - 50 full boxes and 72 
horses on its books. He even rejected

Sheikh Mohammed's offer of 20 horses in the 80s 
and declined to train for Sir Alex Ferguson, the 
Manchester United manager. "I don't follow 
football and didn't know who it was," he said, 
"but he wasn't as big as he is today. 

"If he rang now, I suppose I would say yes on 
the basis that it would be interesting to find out 
what type of man he is." 

In all that time he has had only two jockeys - 
George Duffield, for 31 years, and now Seb 
Sanders. "Extraordinary, isn't it?" he said. 

So, too, is him surviving the most salutary 
experience of his life, not long before he took 
over at Heath House on the recommendation of 
Jack Leach, the famous jockey-cum-trainer. 

As a young rider, he suffered a devastating fall 
at the former Wye racecourse. "The X-ray 
showed I had broken my spine but the cord had 
stretched, not snapped," he said, "so once it got 
used to being stretched, everything came back 
into place. I couldn't blink, nor swallow and it 
took nine months to heal. 

"There's not a day goes by when, at some 
point, it comes over me how lucky I am. Two 
beaten favourites at Hamilton doesn't really

I T HAS BEEN A LONG eight years since Cheveley 
Park Stud last tasted Classic glory on British soil. 
Not since Russian Rhythm shrugged off 
inexplicably negative vibes to land the 1000 Guineas 
back in 2003 have the famous red white and blue 
colours come home in front in one of the five 
feature events. 

The crossbar has been rattled in recent years - 
most notably by Spacious and Confidential Lady - 
but owners David and Patricia Thompson would 
clearly love to strike gold again. 

The stud they snapped up in 1975 was far from the 
power it is today, having dropped massively in terms 
of land as well as falling into receivership. 

However, years of valuable rebuilding work, 
including establishing the home-bred Pivotal as a 
leading sire of his generation, have paid off. 

Both Fury and Hooray are Cheveley progeny with 
live big-race prospects for the season, and while the 
latter advertised her credentials with Group One 
success in her juvenile campaign, Fury is many 
people's idea of a dark horse for the 2000 Guineas. 

Limited to just two starts, the William 
Haggas-trained colt built on a maiden win to stroll 
home in an ultra-competitive £500,000 TattersalIs 
Millions 2yoTrophy race at Newmarket in October. 

"He couldn't have been more impressive at 
Newmarket and I think Kieren Fallon was quite taken 
with him," said Cheveley's managing director Chris 
Richardson. 

"I saw him the other week, he 
looked really well and appears to 
have thrived through the winter. 
"The Free Handicap will be 
considered as his first run of the 
season and we'll see how we go. 
"It's to his advantage really that 
he hasn't run or won in Pattern 
company, penalty-wise." 

With Frankel dominating all 
the Classic talk over the 
winter, Richardson admits 
he will be tough to beat if all 
has gone to plan. 

He continued: "There will 
be an awful lot of bubbles 
burst, and at the end of the 
day, we're all frightened of 
Frankel in every which way! 

"But you can only do what you 
can in the year that you're given 
and if you come up against a 
superstar, that's the way it is. 
"You just have to box clever 
afterwards, but we'll give it a whirl 
and see how we get on. 

"He wasn't a horse we were getting 
particularly excited about early last 
year. We thought he was an attractive 
individual, but he had his issues at the 
backend of his yearling year. 

"We certainly didn't expect what we 
eventually saw, but horses can 
disguise their ability in different ways, 
and this chap just kept progressing. 

"We are fully aware that there 
are other impressive two-year-olds 
who have great form and Pattern- 
race in the form book, but Fury is a 
nice individual and deserves a chance." 
On paper, Hooray has the more obvious 
claims of the two after her Cheveley Park 
Stakes victory, Sir Mark Prescott's filly seemingly 
came from nowhere to establish herself as a leading 
player with victory in the Lowther and Sirenia Stakes

before her Newmarket romp. "She's wintering well 
and I'm under the impression Sir Mark is very 
happy with her/' said Richardson. "Subject to any 
setbacks, the plan would be for her to go straight to 
the Guineas. 

"The stamina question is a difficult one. She wasn't 
stopping when she won the Cheveley Park but, on 
breeding, there are some significant reasons to doubt 
that she'll get the mile. 

"We will know more after the event and we can 
then decide whether we go to the Coronation Stakes 
at Royal Ascot or drop back in trip. 

"I wouldn't want to hazard a guess at this stage. 
We're enjoying the moment and what will be 
will be. 

"She appears to have strengthened up and we 
headed into the winter with lots of happy 
expectations." 

Richardson acknowledges Classic wins are what it 
is all about on the level, but is well aware how tough 
such triumphs are to achieve. 

"The Classics take so much winning and those 
races are the ones you dream of," he explained. 

"We were thrilled when Confidential Lady finished 
second in the Guineas (2006) and she went on to 
win the Prix Diane, which is a Classic in itself.

"We are fortunate to have some nice horses, but 
the opposition is going to be tough and a lot of 
things can go wrong between now and then. 

"Mr and Mrs Thompson are passionate about their 
horses and passionate about their racing. I know they 
would be absolutely thrilled just to have contenders 
in such races, and to win them is the ultimate icing 
on the cake." 

He went on: "We've had a relatively quiet couple 
of years, but the two two-year-olds helped us bounce 
back (last year). 

"We started off last season by winning the Lincoln 
with Penitent and you start getting excited and 
thinking it's going to be a big year, but then you go a 
bit quiet. 

"But everybody has their turn and, hopefully, we're 
on our way back. It's early days to be talking about 
any other horses we're particularly looking forward 
to, but there are some nicely bred two-year-olds who 
are hopefully going to show something. 

"We have blue-blooded mares like Russian 
Rhythm, Confidential Lady and Confidential Lady's 
dam (Confidante) who are producing for us, so 
hopefully something will pop up."

E D WALKER RELISHES A challenge - and 
it's lucky for him that he does. The 
27-year-old is a relatively recent addition 
to the training ranks, working in the 
fiercely-competitive environment that is 
Newmarket, the home of horseracing. 

Not only must he take on the established and 
formidable battalions that represent the strings 
of multiple champion trainers Henry Cecil and 
Sir Michael Stoute, but he also has to pit his 
skills against a host of other aspiring young 
trainers. 

And all this against the backdrop of Britain's 
worst financial decline for decades. It is a tough 
ask, but Walker is under no illusions about the 
career he has chosen to pursue. 

"I know life isn't going to be easy but, to me, 
every horse is like a puzzle and the challenge is 
to make the pieces fit to get the best out of 
them," said Walker. 

"I like to set targets and I have given myself 
three years to get on the map. Young trainers are 
like young stallions; you are quickly written off 
if you don't make an impact. I aim to have 10 
winners this year and to have a yard of 50 by 
the start of my fourth year." 

Walker has already come a long way in a 
comparatively short time, despite not being 
born directly into racing. He got the 'bug' when 
his father set up a syndicate called Dubai 
Thoroughbred Racing and sent horses to Ian 
Balding. 

"Once I had that involvement I was sold," he 
said. "I loved watching the horses work at 
Kingsclere and it was soon the only thing I 
wanted to do." 

With his enthusiasm fuelled, an opportunity 
with a stud in Western Australia came his way. 
He learned a lot about the breeding industry, in 
particular yearling preparation. On his return he 
worked at the yearling sales for a leading stud 


and then headed off to take a degree at 
Cirencester 

Walker said: "At university, we were given a 
six-month placement. I spent six weeks with 
(trainer) Roger Charlton and the remainder with 
Richard Gibson in Chantilly. 

"After I finished my degree, Roger offered me 
a full-time job (at Beckhampton, near 
Marlborough) and I can honestly say that it was 
the making of me. I did everything and it was 
the perfect grounding." 

With Charlton's help Walker landed a 
coveted assistant's job with Luca Cumani in 
Newmarket. 

He spent four years working at the famous 
Italian's Bury Road base, Bedford House 
Stables, following in the footsteps of previous 
graduates David Simcock and Marco Botti, two 


of Newmarket's most upwardly-mobile trainers. 

Walker said: "Luca's is a great place to learn 
as he is a top trainer and has a reputation for 
teaching his assistants well. But last year it 
seemed like the right time to go. 

"I felt I had learned all I could off Luca and 
with Matt (Cumani, Luca's son) back and ready 
to step into the assistant's role it was the right 
time for myself and for Bedford House. 

"Clare Balding once said to me that in this 
industry, as soon as you get into your comfort 
zone, then it is time to move on. I was in my 
comfort zone and ready for another challenge." 

And so it was that Wal ker bit the bu I let and 
took out a training licence last October. Based 
at a modern yard at St Gatien - where 2007 
Derby winner Authorized was stabled - Walker 
had no hesitation in opting to train in 


Newmarket, despite the competition. He said: 

"I honestly think Newmarket is the best place to 
set up training. It has the best vets, best farriers 
and best gallops in the world and, in my 
opinion, if you can't make it here then you 
can't anywhere. I have a great yard which is in 
the perfect location." 

Walker's career got off to a dream start when 
his first runner, Riggins, won the Listed Hyde 
Stakes at Kempton last November - a result that 
the young handler refers to as "a bit of a 
fairytale". 

Riggins had one run in Dubai in the winter, 
but was unsuited to the training regime out 
there and will now be trained for a summer 
campaign centred around Royal Ascot. 

Walker said: "I learned a lot about training 
horses on a track in Dubai and now know that 
you need a certain type of horse to take 
out there." 

Indeed, Walker has also found out that there 
is more to a trainer's life than just exercising 
and placing horses. 

He said: "The most I have learned so far has 
really been about running a business. When 
you work as an assistant for an operation like 
Luca's, it is a well-oiled machine and you don't 
realise how much goes into running it behind 
the scenes and in the office. I knew a lot about 
the training and not much about the business." 

Ed Walker Racing has a long, long way to go 
before it can match some of the more illustrious 
operations in town. But the early signs have 
been promising and there are already almost 20 
horses in the yard. 

It would be no surprise if that number 
increases, despite the prevailing economic 
challenges. Approachable, keen and bright, 
Walker is a good advert for his own fledgling 
business. 

He said: "People like youth and to get 
involved in a new product. I hope I can reward 
those people who supported me at the start by 
giving them results." ■ RACING 2011

T HE QUEEN IS EXCITED about the prospect of 
Carlton House developing into a realistic hope 
for the Investec Derby in the year of a Royal 
wedding. 

With her grandson Prince William marrying Kate 
Middleton on April 29 - the day before the 2000 
Guineas - the Royal family will be more in the 
public eye than usual. 

Should Carlton House, in the care of five-times 
Derby-winning trainer Sir Michael Stoute, land the 
Epsom showpiece in front of thousands of racegoers 
and millions of television viewers throughout the 
world, the year 2011 would be extra special for the 
monarch. 

The Derby is the one Classic to have eluded her, 
but in Carlton House she could have a serious 
contender come June 4. 

The Street Cry colt, bred by Darley Stud, showed 
great promise in both runs as a two-year-old. After 
finishing second on his debut in testing conditions at 
Salisbury in September, he won his maiden the 
following month at Newbury by nine lengths against 
1 7 rivals. 

"Her Majesty is mindful of the horse's progress 
over the winter and Sir Michael is very pleased with 
how he has developed," said John Warren, the 
Queen's bloodstock and racing adviser. 

"Now we're heading towards the trials to find out 
what calibre of horse he is. 

"He has only raced in maiden company and until 
he's thrown in the better end, we won't really 
know. 

"His spring homework will give us 
an indicator as to what to expect 
and then he'll go through the 
trials to find out whether he's 
worthy of taking his place in 
the Derby or not. 

"The ground was very 
bottomless when he ran at 
Salisbury first time and 
although we were a little 
disappointed that he was 
beaten, Ryan Moore said 
directly after the race that 
we shouldn't be and that he 
was an extremely nice horse. 

"He said he'd come on 
significantly for the run, and it was 
very much about getting him on the 


track and learning his job 
first time. 

"Everyone saw what he 
did second time, and there 
is hope and optimism that 
he's an above-average 
horse. But you don't really 
know until they're up 
against a better class of 
horse on the racecourse. 

"At the moment we're on 
target for the trials, unless 
Sir Michael decides he 
wants to take a different 
route at the last minute due 
to circumstances. 

"Considering the way he's 
bred, I don't think he's a 
Guineas horse and you 
would have to think that 
he'll get the mile and a half. 

"We don't know where 
he'll start off. It will be down 
to what the trainer feels. 

"We're lucky enough to 
have him in the right hands 
and I'm sure the trainer will 
make the right call for the 
horse.

about the foals that are being born 
and the crop that are appearing. 

"In the next month or so the reports 
start coming in about how horses are 
developing and how the 
two-year-olds are getting on." 

The Queen inherited a string of 
racehorses when her father King George VI 
died in 1952. That nurtured her love of the 
thoroughbred and since then she has 
enjoyed great success as an owner and 
breeder. 

She has five Classic victories to her 
name - her first Classic runner, 

Aureole, almost gave her a fairytale 
triumph in the 1953 Derby, just four 
days after her coronation. 

However, he had to play second 
fiddle to Pinza, who provided 
legendary jockey Sir Gordon 
Richards with his first win in the 
race at his 28th and final attempt. 

The Queen did not have to wait 
too long for her first Classic success. 

It came at Epsom in the 1957 Oaks 
when Carrozza got home by a short head under a 
vintage Lester Piggott ride. 

Carrozza wore the Queen's second colours as the 
first silks were worn by Harry Carr on Mulberry 
Harbour, who started favourite and finished 
unplaced. 

The following year Her Majesty had her first 
home-bred Classic winner when Pall Mall landed the 
2000 Guineas at Newmarket. 

After Highclere gave her success in the 1974 1000 
Guineas, she celebrated Silver Jubilee year of 1977 
in style when Dunfermline won both the Oaks and 
the St Leger. 

Her last Derby runner was Church Parade, who 
finished fifth in 1981 — also the year of a Royal 
wedding, Prince Charles and Lady Diana Spencer. 

The last time the Queen had a runner placed in a 
Classic was when Flight Of Fancy finished runner-up 
to Imagine in the 2001 Oaks. 

Ten years later, time will tell whether Carlton 
House holds the key to that elusive Derby success.

A new annual pass ticket

It 
represents excellent value - 
particularly for the local 
community who can use it to 
regularly revisit the museum over 
the year." 

This year's main exhibition - The 
Horse and the Heath - at the 
museum, in Newmarket High 
Street, shows how horseracing has 
influenced the landscape around 
Newmarket. 

It shows, through paintings and 
photographs, how the sport has 
affected more than 4,000 acres of 
land in and around the town. 

The exhibition, sponsored by 
estate agents Jackson-Stops and 
Staff, features paintings by some of 
the leading racehorse painters, 
including Wootton, Munnings, 

Sealy and Tillemans. 

Photographic records and aerial 
photographs also record the 
changes in the landscape. 

Garibaldi said: "It's too easy for 
visitors to Newmarket to come in 
one end of the town and out the 
other and not realise that we sit at 
the centre of a unique landscape of 
thousands of acres of sustainably 
managed training grounds.

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Parents ‘pass on 
road rage issues 
to their children’

PARENTS are passing on road 
rage habits to their learner- 
driver children, according to 
an AA poll. 

Some mothers and fathers also 
set offspring a bad example by 
drinking, using phones and even 
falling asleep when supervising 
learners, the survey showed. 

The most common of the bad 
habits passed on is not using 
mirrors properly followed by 
speeding, not checking for blind 
spots and poor hands-on-the- 
wheel technique when turning. 

As well as getting angry with 
other drivers, other faults include 
braking hard or too late and 
driving too close to the vehicle in 
front. 

The bad habits were reported to 
the AA Driving School whose 
director Simon Douglas said: 
“Learners who combine formal 
lessons from an instructor with 
practice with family or friends 
boost their chances of passing 
their test and are likely to be safer 
drivers.” 

He went on: “But dangerous 
habits are easily passed on, and it 
is alarming to see evidence that 
road rage is being passed on to 
another generation of drivers. 

“Parents should try to set a good 
example with their own driving 
and remember to let the experts 
do the teaching, while they focus 


on helping their children gain 
experience.” 

These are the top 10 bad habits 
passed on by parents to learner 
drivers: 

1. Not using mirrors properly 

2. Speeding 

3. Not checking blind spots 

4. Not handling the wheel properly 
when turning 


5. Braking too hard or late 

6. Driving too close to the vehicle 
in front 

7. Letting the wheel slip through 
the hands 

8. Having only one hand on the 
wheel 

9. Criticising or getting angry at 
other drivers 

10. Coasting in neutral

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Festival. 

The multiple Classic-winning trainer was 
making his first visit to Prestbury Park, 
having been invited as guest of honour, and 
was keen to support the charity contest run 
in aid of Cancer Research.
